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cumstanees. Now, the query is, what better 
could he have done than he did! And further, if] 
some of these have gone to heaven already, may j 
he not hope some day to meet them there? 

I will also suppose %nother case, and in like] 
manner, ask your opinion:— 

A child, was born of slave-holding parents, wa 
blessed to keep his parents till he (the child) wa 
a grown man, and a minister, and the head of 
family. Then the father died, leaving a family ] 
of grown children, capable in law, to do their own 
business; and left a fine estate, mostly in slave 
pro-parly. This minister could have gothislega- 
slaves, and could have freed all that fell to 
him; and among these, perhaps a Methodist preach- 
But he refused. He would have nothing to 
do with slaves, good or bad. He required his 
legacy to be paid in money; and to raise this, the 
other legatees had to advance the cash to keep the 
old family servants together in the family, o 
‘convert them into things,” and “make chattels’ 
of them, and put them into market to raise hi: 
legacy. They chose the former, paid the money, 
and kept the slaves doing, as in the supposition 
of the first case, the best they could under the 
cumstanees. Now thequery in this case is, which 
of this last family of children did right! The 
minister or the rest?* 

Suppose, thirdly, that the child in the first case 
supposed, still lives in a slave-holding country, 
nd does the best he can, with things he don't ap-| 
irove, and preaches every Sabbath to a congrega¬ 
tion of from one to two hundred slaves, with a 
hundred or more church members, occasionally 
baptizing adults and infants, preaching funerals, 
&.C., and has good hope of some fruit also, as a- 
mongother saints and sinners. Suppose further, 
that the minister in the second case supposed, 
took his legacy , the price of blood and of flesh, j 
which he would not own, and 


which is right, is eternally right: That which 
is wrong, is eternally wrong: and human law 
cannot make that right, which is wrong.” Otic J 
erwise the bible might be legislated out of 
world, and Sod from his throne. And there] 
would be no rule of justice separate from th 
changing and whimsical opinions of the multi-j 
tude. Neither will it avail you anything to say, 
that the Legislature has so circumscribed the 
powers of the slave-holder, that he is necessari¬ 
ly impelled to the commission of crime. He 
ought to “obey God rather than man.” But is 
not this controlling Legislature merely the crea- 
of the slave-holder, and the members com¬ 
posing it, his authorized agents? If we ask 
your legislators, why some thing is not done forj 
the relief of the slave, they reply, “Wi 
nothing. We act in obedience to the commands] 
of ottr constituents, and we have received no in¬ 
structions from them, with regard to any desired 
change in the condition of that species of pri- 
properiy." If we ask the slaveholder the 
ie question, he answers, “I can do nothiug. 
My hands are tied by the Legislature.” Thus 
the weight of responsibility is shifted continu- 
illy, and finds a resting place no where. Artd 
he sin of slavery is so etherealized, that it has] 
ascended like a vapor, and vanished from the] 
sight of the slave-holder. But it hovers, tho’ 

the face of the land; and nothing but 
the long suffering of Jehovah, prevents its de¬ 
scending. and deluging the South in blood! 

But you still believe, that there may be “ini 
vidual” cases, attended by circumstances so | 
culiar, as to exempt them from the anathemas 
the general decree, which has gone out against] 
all robbery and “man-stealing.” Every slave¬ 
holder believes the same: and be also believes his 
to be such a case. This evasion of the law is 
unlike that devised by a party of hungry Ma- 
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Sec., and never sees, rarely hears from any slaves, 
and has not preached to a congregation of slaves | 
I for years. Now the query in this last case is, 

* whether is uiC nan in the first case supposed, or 
the Minister in the second case, the real friend to 
the slave! Which of the two ought slaves gen¬ 
erally to feel indebted to! 

Tho movements of Anti-slavery, and Abolition 
Conventions at the north-east, and north-west, 
very much like the case of men at home, far 
n the scat of war and danger, swaggering a- 
bout what they would do, abusing their own brelh- 
bccausc an enemy acknowledged by all to be 
formidable, is still suffered to live in the field of 
battle, when it is known at the same time, he 
lives, not through their brethren who are battle- 
the field, but in spite of them; and yet, 
doing every thing in their power to strengthen 
the hearts and hands of that enemy, and to de¬ 
stroy the artillery, arms and ammunition of their 
brethren, and to demolish all their bulwarks, and 
leave them as much as possible, exposed to the 
violence and danger of the enemy. 

Brother Boucher, if you hove any regard for the 
poor slaves of this country, and for your breth- 
of the South, please don’t take any steps to 
inflame the public mind against us here. This 
may hurry many of os into a premature grave.— 
And at the best, itcan do nothing less than to nar¬ 
row down the privileges, and increase the difficul- 
of the poor slaves, and your brethren here.— 

I have not been able to repress my tears, to finish 
this address. I feel like I shall stand at my postl 
and abide the worst that is to come; but I would] 
greatly rather have your sympathies and prayers, 
than your anathemas.

Dear Brothef.: —You are n 
indebted to me for the copy, which you receiv-j 
ed of the minutes of the W. M. Anli-Siavery 
Convention, held in Cincinnati. That favor j 
conferred upon yon by some other individ- 
But I am not 6orry that you received it.— I 
If it should lead you to a closer examination of 
the subject of slavery, “the bread” will not have] 
been “cast upon the waters” 

As you have invited a “free interchange of] 
thought upon the subject" of slavery, and 
you have given free expression to your semi-j 

>nw and laplininl. f shall, without “P-l-sy.dr, 

likewise. And if in my comments upon cer- 
n parts of your letter, I seem harsh, or severe, 
remember that the reproof of a friend, is better 
than the flattery of an enemy. 

In the very commencement of your letter, yon 
ve utterance to the following paradoxical sen¬ 
timent. “I believe,” say you “that slavery as a 
principle in thea&rtrod is wrong.” Slavery in 
he abstract! What Is slavery! Have you yet 
:o learn, that it is a relation subsisting between 
me individual and another; and that it can not 
be seperated, not even in idea from the tangi¬ 
ble existence of a master and slave! Is “Amer- 
:an Slavery, the vilest that ever saw the sun,” 
Chimera' 1 . Have you forgotten, my brother. 
iat it is visibly written with tears and blood, 
upon the bleached sands and sunny fields of the 
South! Does its scourge exist in abstract! Do 
and bleeding limbs, the haggard forms, 
and the broken hearts of the victims, exist only 
in the brain of«the metaphysician! 

But by “slavery in the abstract” you may 
wish to be undengpood to mean, slavery as a the¬ 
ory, or system: and whilst you believe it to be 
theoretically a great evil, and a sin against God, 
time you believe, (at least yon 
hope,) that ‘ persons individually who reduce this 
system to practice, “may serve God acceptably 
ith their slaves, and get to heaven!” Absur¬ 
dity is written so plainly upon the face of this] 
proposition, that I shall consume no time 
refutation. It will not avail you anything

But each 
thought that a certain part of it, might, never¬ 
theless, be eaten with safety. One said that this 
(tart was the snoui; another, the tongue; a third, 
theshoulder; and so on with ihe rest, and among| 
them, they oontrived it so as to eat the ic.Wr 
hog. 

You have “stated a case for my consideration;” 
id os you give it os a case of “ real life, and one 
that occurred within your own knowledge," I 
led to believe that you yuurself were the sub¬ 
ject of your narrative. If I am mistaken, it mat¬ 
ters little. For as you give it as one of those pe¬ 
culiar cases, in which.man-stealing is justifiable, 
is not likely that tho relation you bear to your 
rn slaves, is less criminal. 

Previous to your conversion, when God con¬ 
victed you of sin, he convicted youalso, no doubt, 
of the sin of slavery, thegreatest of all sins; and 
never ‘-anointed you to preach deliverance to 
the captive,” without commanding you at the 
same time, to sot your own slaves at liberty.— 
But subsequent to your conversion, you seem to 
have made an application ii^your own case, of 
that plea of peculiar circumstances, which has ov¬ 
er been ah opiate to the Avotin led conscience of! 
the -slaveholder. And now yon boldly express 
your “belief, (at least your hope) that you as an 
individual slaveholder “may get to heaven,” and 
that the daily robbery of your slaves, is on “ac¬ 
ceptable” sacrifice in the sight of Him, who “hath] 
made of one blood, all the nations of the earth. 

indeed “protiered freedom to your slaves,” 
provided they would “go to Liberia." But where] 
is it n-ritten, that the slave’s right to freedom, 
and consequently the duty of the master to grant 
it, depend Upon transportation across the Atlan- 
ic! “Those were the only terms." You reply, 
•on which they could have it!” In this 1 think 
you have allowed yourself to be deceived. Did 
never, my brother, whilst gazing upon the North 
Star, think of Canada, which, if not “the land of| 
tho free,” has become, notwithstanding, a refuge 
and a home for the oppressed ! Or did you never 

the “vision of the night,” dream of bringing 
your slaves to a State,whose laws sanction eman¬ 
cipation! But admitting that your slaves are sc 
debased, that they wear the “yoke of bondage” 
without complaint—nay, they are even so blind 
to the “advantages of freedom,” as to “wish’ 
live and die your slaves; from this, you might in-1 
deed form some conception, of the depth of the j 
gulph of degradation, into which they have been 
cast; but you could not therefore infer, that you 
are justifiable in keeping them in that condition. 
Yon are thereby only adding to the enormity of| 
the former crime. If I reduce a man to the con¬ 
dition of a brute, must I continne to treat him as 
brute! Or if I knock out my neigebor’s eyes, 
may I, therefore, be justified in working him in a 
bark-mill! 

But if you are still “in earnest, and anxious up-| 
on the subject,” of emancipating your slaves, 
jthe desire of your heart may yet be gratified—] 
There is an opening b th in the Canadas, and 
the West Indies. Queen Victoria is said to be] 
very partial to her black subjects. You may also 
bring your slaves to the State of Ohio; and if I 
cannot then persuade them to be “free,” the ex¬ 
periment shall be made at my cost. Bat I appre¬ 
hend that there can be but little doubt, with re¬ 
gard to the issue of the trial. I think that I shall ] 
Be able to “lay before them the advantages 
of freedom,” in a stronger light than you did; 

order “to bring them over,” I shall use] 
“such arguments” as you, who reap the frui 
tbeir daily toil, never perhaps thought of. You | 

conclude the narrative of your own case, by ask¬ 
ing, “ What better yon could have done than yon 
did! and if some of your slaves have gone to hea¬ 
ven already, may you not hope, some day, to meet 
them there!” Before I can reply, the following] 
questions must be answered. 

1st. Have you petioned the Legislate: 
the repeal of those laws, of which you complain 
so much! or have you been carried away by the 
current of popular opinion, “doing the best you 
could,” however, “with things, you do 

2!. Have you made every effort to remove 
with your slaves to a slate, in which the act o; 
emancipation is not a crime! or have you form¬ 


ed the cold determination of dying in Sodom,j 
and of transmitting to your children, the 
curse, which you say was entailed upon you,be- 
■JTe you had escaped from the arms of tbfinryT 
31. Do J'OU fellowship your pious slaves a: 
‘brethren in Christ Jesus?” or have you post 
pouOd (lip.performance of that duty, until you 
eel them in heaven?” 

4tb. Do you fully remunerate your slaves forj 
their labor, which even the laws of Mississippi 
allow you to do? Do you sympathise with them 
n their Sufferings, “bearing the bnrden with 
them?”br do you “use your neighbor’s service] 
without Wages,” & lay upon him burdens, griev- 
i hh borne,” which “you yourself touch 
ith one of your fingers!” When these] 
questions are answered, perhaps I shall be able! 
to determine, by the light of the scriptures, 
whether, your hope of heaven be “founded np- 
jn arock,” or upon the quick-sands of delusion- 
You have stated a second case for my consid- 
eration^*ml it doubtless afforded you pleasure, 
to comf? t it with your own. And you seem to 
mink*tent, by so doing, you have made a band- 
s$i^fcology for the barbarity of the slave-hol- 
ler—SHA you have extenuated with ease, the] 
dreadfp jsrime ofleveling with the brute, a feel 
p“inade in the image of God,” a can¬ 
didate f^f bea ven, and a partaker of the “blood 
of JesnSf ’ You ask which of the two, did right!” 

I answer, neither the one, nor the oilier. I 
admit that the crime of the second individual, 
is equal to that of the first? nay even greater, 
since he has parted with the power of ma¬ 
king restitution. But is the crime of the latter, 
,ny atonement for that of the former! May one 
sinner climb into heaven, by making a “step 
ping stone” of a fellow sinner? Or may you, 
my brother, be sure of Paradise so long as you 
find,*‘out of hell,” a greater criminal than 
voursellT But again you ask, “whether the first 
ministe^orthe second, is the real friend to the 
slave! Or to which or the two, ought slaves gen¬ 
erally to feel indebted!” >ga.,: I rep 1 )'. neither 
theone, nor the other. You will nptyou«~ell al¬ 
low thelatter any right to be entitled a Friend] 
and Benefactor to the slave. Have you, (whom 
I shall still suppose the former minister to be,) 
have vow* belter right to this title! “You preach 
every sabbath to a congregation of slaves;" but 
that a sufficient remuneration for their suffer¬ 
ings during the remainder of the week! “You 
also haptizu infants and adults;” but what is 
this baptism but a consecration for the market! 

‘you preach funerals occasionally." For 
this indeed the poor slave should thank you, 
truly an act of kindness to stand over i 
grave of a fallen victim, and to direct the si 
viving sufferers lo a land, “where the wia 
cease from troubling,and the weary are at res 
here the .prisoners rest together, and hear I 
e -voice erf tho oppressor. 

Yoirretnark in a subjoined noto, “that thos 
id case is very much like one that I must have 
heard of.” In this, you are wrong. I know of| 
such case. But if you wish thereby 
mate that I am this hypocritical minister, you do] 
great injustice. It is true, I “would hav 
nothing lo do with slaves," and I left the South on ] 
necountof slavery. But here all similarity ceases. 

was no. “born of slnveholding parents.” My 
father did not own a slave, untill 1 had arrived 
nearly to the age of manhood. A short time pre¬ 
vious to my removal to tho North, my father 
transferred into my hands a small tract of lend. 
But this tract was not even an equal portion of his 
landed estate, and the price of it was doubly paid, 
the “blood" of the slave, but by my own 
personal labor. This is all that 1 ever received 
from my father. At his death, which took place 
about two years subsequent to my removal from 
the South, I received nothing. Noi*have I had it 
ih my power to emancipate a slave. These are 
the facts in the case. If you were acquainted 
with them, why did you covertly insinuate that, 
which you knew to bo false! If you were not, 
why did you speak concerning that of which yon 
knew nothing! or why did you strike at random, 
and stab in the (fork? But I shall not compjpn; 
for in this land of liberty we behold, not only the 
characters, but even the lives of our fellow men 
sacrificed upon the altar of slavery. 

In the conclusion of your letter, you have c 
trasted, in vivid colors, the heroic feats of 
brethren in the South, with the puny deeds ofl 
Northern abolitionists, for whilst, say you “your 
brethren in the South, are battling in the field, 
against an enemy acknowledged by all to be for¬ 
midable.” the abolitionists of the North-like cow¬ 
ards “at home are swaggering, far from the seat] 
of war and danger, about what they 
abusing their own brethren, and doing every thing] 
in their power, to destroy their “ artillery, 
and ammunitions." Here I confess, I am at aloss | 
to determine your meaning. I b.ow of no 
existing in the South at the present time, unless] 
it be that waged by the overseer against the negro 
at the whipping post. And the master’s imple¬ 
ments of tortue, are the only “artillery, arms and 
ammunitions” to which you can have any refer- 
nce. tut surely no freeman of the North, ever] 
‘swaggered about what he would do” in such “a 
?ar.” Surely no abolitionist ever expressed any 
desire to attack this “formidable enemy,” ev 
he bad the courage to do so; and certainly 
ever wished to share the spoils with their rirtori-j 
brethren. But all are not, I admit, entirely 
innocent of the crime with which you have charged 
them. Soma (and thyself among the rest,) have 
often wished that "the military stores of 
brethren of the South,” might be less extensive, 
>r employed in a more honorable conflict. If the] 
ixpression of this wish be a crime then indeed 
ireignilty. 

Bnt the progress of your letter was arrested by | 
i ®>od of “tears.” If those tears were prompted 
by fear of the abolitionists, dry them up my brotli- 
You have no better friend than he. But if | 
yo* wept over the downfall of liberty, weep on 
yof can never weep enongh. “Many of you may ] 
infeed be hurried into a premature grave!” For 
yo» are slumbering upon a crusted volcano, whose 
firts are of your own kindling ; already a convul- 
si£ tremor, that sure harbinger of an approach- 
inf earthquake, is felt throughout the land '— 


Then turn not a deaf ear to him who calls upon ] 
you to prepare for the awful crisis ! Despi 
not when be beseeches you to assuage, by timely 
res;hutiofi, those pent up fires, which are hearty 

gathering additional strength ! And oh ! call 
not him “fanatic,” who declares to you that the 
samS^God, “who overthrew Pharaoh and his host 
in the Red Sea” hath said, “My spirit shall not 
always strive with man.” “Because I ba ve called 
and ye refused; I have stretched out my hand, 
and no man regarded; I also will laugh at your 
calamity; I will mock when your fear cometh!” 

As for myself, I have no “anathemas” to deal 
out against the land of my nativity. Though I 
fled from her bosom lo escape from the horrors of] 
slavery, yet memory still nestles in the cradle 
her infancy^ There were formed all of my early 
associations; and the friends of my youth, with 
all my relatives arc still there. How then could 
I withhold from you, “my sympathy and pray¬ 
ers?” But ask me not for my approbation also, 
cannot approve of that of which Heaven does not i 
prove. God himself has doomed the destruction 
of slavery, and I shall not measure my feeble: 
with that of Jehovah.—But that these impending 
calamities may, by timely repentance, be averted 
from the land of your birth and my birth, shall 
ever be the prayer of

As there is at this time a slaveholder before the 
Public as a candidate for the Presidency of the 
Union, and as his interests have been espoused 
by a large number of the pro-slavery presses in 
United States; anil as I think it the duty ol 
every one to watch over the interests of free¬ 
dom, I shall endeavor to prove, out of the mouth 
of the slaveholder himself, that the slaveocracy 
unfavorable to human libertj-—that it is not 
content with merely oppressing the colored race, 
and preventing them from exercising their rights 
the Slave States, but that it has for its objoct 
the enslaving of all the laboring part of the com¬ 
munity, both North and South, irrespectively of] 

• In adducing proofs of this proposition, much' 
can be said about ihe action of the general go¬ 
vernment—controled as it is by tho slave pow¬ 
er, and administered as it is for tho benefit ol'| 
the slaveocracy alone. Hut stich is not my de¬ 
sign, for “out oflhy mouth alone will I con¬ 
demn thee.” 

What is the common language or the slave¬ 
holder in regard to white operatives, when lie 
is not begging voles! Why he calls them while! 
slaves. He taunts the North about its white 
slaves, calling the laboring population there, 
the farmer, the mechanic and the manufacturer, 
slaves. Their doctrine is, that the enslaving of] 
the laborer is necessary for the preservation of 
the liberties of the lordly fortunate few; the oli¬ 
garchial who floats on the surface, with the mul¬ 
titudes beneSth him, toiling lo administer to his 
capricious wants and pleasures. 

A6oitt the year 1886, John Howden Pleasants, 
Editor of the Richmond Whig, asserted this doc¬ 
trine; be unlluehingly contended that the liber¬ 
ties of the country were endangered by the free 
laboring jnen at the North—that if the opera¬ 
tives there were slaves, and disfranchised, the 
condition of the country would be better, and 
its liberties more secure. He then cctagratuiaies 
the slave States, and argued that this being their 
condition, tho liberties of those States were more 
secure. Has any pro-slavery press in our coun¬ 
try ever exposed the fallacy of this doctrine— 
ever shown its absurdity? Where is the press 
that has done this! “echo answers, where?”— 
To prove that such doctrines are fallacious and 
untrue, would be to prove that the peculiar in¬ 
stitutions of the South are wrong; and would a 
pro-slavery editor undertake to do this? Never. 
The doctrine suits his beloved institution, and 
he assents to it with ail his heart. 

For the slaveholder to hold such doctrines and 
talk about liberty and freedom, when he warns 
northern votes to help him elect a pro-slaverv 
President, does not make him a greater hypo- 
than the political aspirant is, whose fourth 
of July orations are first laudatory of the princi¬ 
ples asserted in the Declaration cf Independ- 
and then full of praise for our government, 
which, as it is administered, is wholly subser¬ 
ve cf those principles. 

For a proot of the truth of my assertions lhat 
chare the doctrines of the slaveholder, and 
that such were the declarations of the Richmond 
Whig, I appeal to Thomas Morris, late U. S. 
Senator, as well as to thousands of others. 

When Henrj'Ciay was Secretary of State, this | 
same John H. Pleasants was sent as a commis¬ 
sioner to Panama. It is said the object of his 
Mission was to prevent Mexico and Columbia 
from invading the island of Cuba, which inva- 
i. had it taken place, would have ended siave- 
m that Island. He sailed, however, in aves- 
sel that carried some mechanics as passengers, 
but as these were too offensive for his fastidious 
aristocratic notions to tolerate, he left 
the vessel and landed in England without attend¬ 


ing to the objects of his mission. But where is 
Mr. Pleasants now? Why at Washington City 
editing a paper there. A paper established tor the 
pur p ose of advocating the election cf Henry Clay 
the Presidency. He is laboring to raise a 
slaveholder to that office, whose principles are in 
accordance with his own, whose every feeling is 
averse to the enjoyment of liberiv by laborers, let 
sir complexion be what it may. He is trying 
get the laboring-population of the North to Vote 
for Mr. Clay. Tbesfe^techanics and farmers who 
called white slaves’and by whom the liberty of 
the country (according to the slaveholders ac¬ 
count) are endangered, and to get such votes for 
his favorite candidate, he, with the most unblush¬ 
ing effrontry and hollow hearted bypocracy talks 
to them about freedom and liberty. We will next 
proceed to examine the doctrines and demandsof a 
Southern democratic paper, cneof the nambersof 
which is now in my possession. The paper I re¬ 
fer to. is the Mobile Commercial Register and 
Patriot. The following extract is from one of its 
editorials, “Northern intelligence and patriotism 
waking to the tendency of the abolition plans 
and cannot mistake either the madness or the io- 
:. the political treachery, or moral baseness 
of sending aid to the incendiaries,or withholding 
public censure and stronger marks of disapproba- 
tion-frova the heated enthusiasts or sanguinary 
conspirators who are scheming so desperately to 
annul the conditions of the federal charter, and 
kindle servile and civil wars among us. We look 
for, and ask expressions in a form which the 
dullest may not misunderstand of what we believe 
be the just convictions and the honest purposes 
of the mass of the Northern people in relation to 
our rights and thfir duties. To understand fully 
what is meant by stronger marks of disapproba¬ 
tion than public censure, we will refer to an 
editorial in the same paper. 

First there is an illusion to a battle, lynch disci¬ 
pline having here been administered, and then a 
bold advocacy of lynch law and mob violence, but 
here is tho editors own language. 

‘For the defence of social existence assaulted 
by imminent dangers, the spontaneous organize' 
of popular strength beyond and above the 
law, may be necessary. Such an organization 
then becomes a social duty no less than a natural 
right. The suspension of the functions ef the 
law, is tho temporary means by which alone any 
thing can be preserved for which the laws are 
worth preserving.” 

■e of tho first editorial from which our 
extract has been made. 

Wo mey and do rejoico that the sentiment of 
the North, its true public opinion is with us, and 
congratulate our country tiiat there is not the ne¬ 
cessity of drawing the geographical lino of di¬ 
vision, beyond which our sympathies will not go 
and cannot be appreciated. 

It is a guarantee that our measures though they 
may be forced to be against the unhappy subjects 
of this fake and mischievous philanthropy, and 
stern as they unquestionably will be, even to the 
appearance of unrelend#!g vindictiveness,against 
the wretched conspirators, will be esteemed there 
as the acts of a just self-doience and a righteous 
retribution.” 

And has not the North, in a great measure, 
obeyed tho wishes of the South in this respect, 
and aided it in its wicked schemes, to stop forever 
the mouths of the friends of human freedom? The 
murder of Lovfjoy the mobsatid the destruction 
of tho printing presses in Cincinnati, the mobs 
taring and feathering, the lynching and whipping 
in various sections of our country, bear witness 
that it has. 

But, again, Ihe editorial ranks were not consid¬ 
ered as sufficient to do all tho work of iniquity, 
the legislatures were invoked to legislate as the 
South should instruct. 

“But, in addition, we hope for better marks of 
Northern sensibility to our position and wrongs. 
We ask for measures to co-operate in every de¬ 
gree, compatible with their own best convictions, 
in advancing our views and obstructing the plans 
of our enemies, who live among them. We ex¬ 
pect that every lawful means will be applied to 
manifest by acts the posture or public opiqy:n, 
and to dam up the flood of licentious and insur¬ 
rectionary declamation, with which the constitu¬ 
tional rights and domestic institutions of the 
Sooth are threatened from among them. If they 
do this, if they aid us by their legislation, tn such 
measures as may be initiated in the South for this 
end, Ofey will’confirm the hopes of all the friends 
of liberty and union every where, and preserve 
indefinite period the integrity of the Con¬ 
stitution. 

The South, resting in the expectation of this 
co-operation to which they have so |pcred a right, 
will vigilantly propose every measure necessary 
for its self-defence. In a couple of months more 
the legislatures will be in session, and we trust 
that the members will be prepared with projects 
of precautionary legislation, and that there will 
hesitation among the States north of the 
Potomac, to adopt such reciprocal acts as may be 

Fellow citizens, of the free States, are any of 
m so servile still, as to do the bidding of the 
South? will you continue to obey the instructions 
of the slavehi Ider, and aid him in placing the 
heel of oppression upon your own necks, as 
well as upon the necks of your fellow citizens, 
and preventing forever the discussion of the sub¬ 
ject of human liberty? Can you support a slave¬ 
holder for the Presidency, who despises your call- 
igs, snd considers manual labor as disreputable; 
and him who labors for an honest living as not be¬ 
ing respectable; who considers you unfit to parti¬ 
cipate in the offices of government, because you 
do ]aig>t9 who believes the condition of .the coun¬ 
try would be better, and its liberties safer if you 
s; or can you support a Northern ma„ 
with Southern principles, who has not, like the 
slave-holder, the influence of education to plead 
as an excuse for such atrocious doctrines. If 
you do you are not a freeman.
